blished in an interview at Shang- 
ith the tate Mr, J. L. Humphreys, 
overnor of B..N, Borneo, on Novem- 
ber Mr. Humphreys was travelling 
to giand and arrived from Java. 
fle had intended going to the United 
tates after his visit to England, 

It is only very recently, according to 
Mr. Humphreys, that B, North Borneo 
has given up hope of getting wealth 
from natural resources, such as oil, or 
tin, which has been an enviable source 
of revenue from the interior and in 
other parts of the country, With 
the realization that in‘agriculture Hes 
North Borneo’s wealth there has been 
a definite trend toward the establish. 
mont of railways and roads, now. 
‘ng that agriculture is slow, that it 

kes time and money, and realizing 

only that Borneo is lacking in 

2 dntelligent population, that country 
he« offered a great dent of inducement 
to the Chinese peasant to come and 
take up small settlements, 

Attractions to Immigrants 


To encourage immigrant — settlers 
the British North Borneo inhabitants 
have been paying the passages of 
settlers to Sandakan and Jesselton, two 
of the most important of North 
Borneo’s four harbours, Any Chi« 
nese in North Bornéo, whd wants to 
bring friend or relation from Chinn 
to B. N, Borneo is gupplied with a 
certifiente*which the friends or relative 
miy present to Gibb, Livingston and 
ne in Hong Kong, They will pro- 
vide a free deck pasange. -Lond is 
given to the settlers on very cheap 
terms: for areas up to fifteen acres, 

The terms are; no premium, rent 
ten, cents an acre for six years, fifty 
cents an acre for the next four years, 
two dollars an acre for the next five 
years, and from the sixteenth year on 
the rent is three dotlars an acre. As 
the land is opened up a number of 
small holdings have been laid out and 
demarcated so that applicanta are put 
in possession without delay. These 
terms have been in force for two 
years and have proved very popular, 
The Agricultural Department gives 
(ree advice as to cultivation. Two 
Americans are in charge with a staff 
of Filipinos who have been trained at 
American Agricultural Colleges.:

LOWER FREIGHTS 


For a number of years China 
has been one of Norway's, main mar- 
kets for paper. Recently however, 
Norwegian paper mills are belng con- 
fronted with nn increasing competition 
on the part of the Japancse paper 
mills which have enlarged thelr acti- 
vity and improved their production to 
a great extent, So far as ‘qualities 
are concerned, Japan is to-day said to 
be Producing various brands of paper 
which ave on a level with the European, 
while at the same time -the comparative. 
ly short distance between Japan and 
Chinn admits of freights far below 
the cost of those from Norway and 
other European ‘countries, 

The main import of paper to China 
tokes place hy way of Shanghai, Ac- 
cording to the official: statistics for 
1928 it nmounted to 98,000 tons, where- 
of 20,000 tans were from Japan, 18,000 
tons from Norway, 12,900 from the 
United States and! 10,000 trom Sweden, 

Until the last few years most of the 
expert of the Norwegian naper mills 
has taken place through European ex- 
porters, but at present the lending Nor- 
Weginn mills are represented at Shang- 
hni by the local importers with whom 
they transact buviness, independent of 
any connection with the Chinese deal- 
ers, the more go as the Intter do not 
like direct trading with an oversen 
firm, but prefer to avail themselves of 
the services of a Shanghai firm, or a

INTERESTING LECTURE BY MR. 
A. DEC. SOWERBY °— - 


CIVIL WAR EFFECTS 

There was a good. turn-out of 
members of the Royal Asiatic So- 
ciety Shanghai recently, to hear a 
lecture by Mr. A. de C. Sowerby on 
the Causes of Famine in North 
Chinn. The chair was taken by the 
Rev. F, L. Hawke Pott and there 
was a considerable amount of in- 
teresting discussion following the 
lecture. : 

In the course of this address, Mr. 
Sowerby said that a grent deal had 
beon heard about the north China 
famine recently and the causes 
that had conducted to this state 
of affairs. There was a good 
deal of divergence and the speaker 
defined the conclusions of two 


camps as ,to the . contributary 
eauses, One camp claimed that 
famino conditions were largely due 
to the effects of clvil war and the 
uncontrolled ravages of soldiers 
and bandits, to lack of adequate 
railway and other transport, and 
the general indifference of the 
officials to the sufferings of the 
people. The other claimed that it 
was mainly the unfavourable cli- 
matic conditions prevailing over a 
more or leas protractéd period that 
had brought about the - prosent 
deplorable state of affairs, As a 
matter of fact, while both camps 
were in a sense right, neither went 
far, enough. 
. The Yellow River Basin 

The spenker then made a gen- 
eral survey of north China and 
snid here was a great stretch of 
country showing wide variation in 
the physical features that charac- 
terized it. He then went on to 
describe, the country and the basin 
of the Yellow River with its in- 
numerable tributaries which drain- 
ed the whole of a vast area of 
yellow dusty country, gathering 
enormous quantities of silt and 
carrying it down to the plains 
where it was deposited. The 
larger tributaries were muddy and 
charged with silt, while the innu- 
merable ravines for the most part 
showed intermittent streams. 
Even comparatively large 
‘beds were dry as a bone for the 
greater part of the year, 

After dealing with the difference 
in the western part of the country 
and the south, the speaker said 
it had been asked “Why was there 


Ifthis difference?” and mentioned 


that the answer wag that the cll- 
mate differed. North of the Ching 
Ling Range the air was dry, 80 
dry as at times to yaake one’s 
very nerves tingle, ‘while [m- 
mediately to the south. was the 
soft balminess of a genial mois 
climate. . ; 

The rainfall in north China was 
very much smaller than that in the 
south and even what rain did fall. 
in the north mainly fell during a 
comparatively short ‘period in the 
summer. After describing the 
floods, Mr. Sowerby mentioned 
that north China was dry, south 
‘China was moist. North China 
was periodically subject to -pro- 
tracted periods of drought, when 
there is no precipitation to speak 
of for 2 year, sometimes two, in 
extreme cases thred years - at a 
stretch, These périods: might be 
interspersed with: . periods’ of 
phenomena! . precipitation, ‘when 
torrential rains occurred’ dally 
for several weeks ‘at o time, yet 
this excess of moisture did Nettle 
to help. On the contrary, it did 
actual. harm. and’ tended to ag- 
gravate famine conditions rather 
than ameliorate them, 

Borderline of Starvation 

The general aridity of the 
climate of north China coupled, 
with periods of droughts, natural- 
ly tended to render agriculture a 
soméwhat precarious occupation. 
The speaker then’ went on to deal 
with the difficulties of the farm- 
ers and said‘ that what with 
perlods of drought and periods of 
floods, the farmers were kept per- 
petually close to the borderline of 
starvation; that was famine, and 
it'took very little to push, them 
over that ling, siich as clvil war, 
the passage of: armies and-a few 
bandit, raids. Added.to this tha 
fact . that’ transport. was:: inade- 


'[.| quate, béing ” slow- and expensive, 


so that a-stricken: area, could not 
‘be reached. except. with great diffi. 
culty from some. more: favoured 
area where: thére was. a- surplus’ 
of’ grain and-i{t would, readily.’ be 
Seen ‘how éasy it was: for ‘famine 
conditions ° to: arlse.” Let . these

Your organisation has 
been, remarkable, for England and 
Chinn are far apart, and the ad- 
ministration of such oa vast busi- 
negi—watching markety, anticipat- 
ing the demands of customers, and 
ensuring the delivery at all kinds 
of goods in a distant tand, must 
have ealled for great administrative 
capacity, 1 do not say exceptional 
capacity, as what) you have accom- 
plished in the past has been just the 
kind of adventurer's business for 
which we, 8 4 nation, .are 90 
eminently suited, (Cheers.) ; 
Needless ta say, when confronted 
with heavy obligations, you have 
been fortunate in producing some 
remarkable men to deal with them, 
not merely men of business, but 
students of life and character parti. 
cularly suited to deal with the com- 
plicated affairs of the Far East.

A NEW TYPE | OF 
AIRCRAFT” 
THE POSSIBILITIES. OF THE 
e - HELICOGYRE 
VERTICAL | ASCENT 
A further’ attempt to produce an 
alreraft . capable of -rising and 


descending vertically, of rematning 
stationary in the air, and of flying 


in a horizontal path, has now been 


made by Mr, V. Isacco, who deserlb- 
ed the principles of his machine, to 
which he has applitd the mame 
“Helicogyre,” in a papér read be- 
fore the Royal Acronautical Society, 

Tho Hellcogyre bears a strong re- 
semblance to the Cierva autogyro, 
but differs from it in that, in the 
former, mechanical menng are pro- 
vided for rotating the horizontal, or 
lifting, airscrew, while in the auto- 
gyro the horizontal airgcrew is kept 
in rotation by the action of the air. 


The method of driving the -horizon-, 


tal alrscraw in the Helicogyre is to 
mount a small two-cylinder engine, 
fitted with,‘a tractor airscrew, on the 
tip of each. blade of the main 
horizontal airscrew, this method of 
driving, which will appear objection- 
able to many, being preferred by the 
Inventor to mechanical gearing or 
other forms of power trangmisston. 
The blades or wings of the horizon- 
tal airscrew are’ench articulated to 
a hub in such a manner that they 
are fren to turn in all directions, but 
are prevented from falling, when at 
rest, by wires attached to a central 
column. In flight, the wings take 
up the correct position as a result 
of the aerodynamic and centrifugal 
forces acting on them; the angle of 
incidence can, however, be regulat- 
ed by the pilot by means of ailerons 
fitted on their trailing edges. For 
horir-ntal flight, 9 separate engine 
and ' ractor screw are mounted on 
the .ront of the fuselage, and wo 
understand that the method of con- 
trolling the machine in flight is 
the same as that of an ordinary 
aeroplane, with the addition of the 
incidence contro] already mentioned, 
So far, three machines of the type 
described have been constructed, 
two for the French Government and 
one, by Messrs. Saunders, of Cowes, 
for-the Air Ministry. Of these, 


which 50 h-p. Anzani engines were 
mounted near the centre; a 35-h.p, 
Anzani engine was provided, In ad- 
dition, for Morizontal flight. . This | 
machine had a total weight of 
1,875 3b. and is understood to have 
risen from the ‘ground on several 
occasions, The second machine, 
weighing 1,320 lb, had only two 
wings, on the extreme outer end of 
ench of which a 92-h.p. Bristol 
Cherub ongine was fitted; a 60-h-p. 
Anzani engine was, in this caso, 
provided for propulsion. This 
machino fs also said to have risen 
several times. ‘Che British-built 
machine, however, has not yet been 
tried. It is generally atmilar to 
the second machine, but has four 
wings each fitted with ao 32-h.p. 
BristolsCherub engine, a 100-h.p. 
Genet. engine being mounted in the 
front of the fuselage for horizontal 
flight; the power plant — thus 
aggregates 228 hp.' The weight 
of the machine, which is a two- 
seater, is not given, but trials are 
shortly to be carried out by the Air 
Ministry, and the results will be 
awaited with much interest, not 
unmixed, we fear, with a certain 
‘amount of scepticism. Tn any case, 
the trial, as Mr, Wimperis said In 
the discussion on the: paper, will 
probably settle the quéstion whe: 
ther there ig any advantage in air. 
craft of this type, or whether the 
advantages outweight the disadvant.

WIRE 


‘LARGEST IN LONDON 

Three hundred miles ot electric, 
wire are being used in the rebuild. 
ing of the orcan at St. Paul's 
Cathedral. cs 

The work is in active progress, 
and it is hoped that it will be com. 
Dieted in time for the performance 
of Bach’s Passion Music during 
Lent next year. The largest pipo 
on the pedal board will be thirty- 
two feet in length, It is made of 
Pine wood, two and a half to three 
inches thick, and weighs nearly one 
ton. The organ is being enlarged, 
and it will rank among the largest 
of its Kind dn London. 

Tt waa in 1925 that the organ 
was dismantled owing to the repair 
of the dome pillars, and in order 
to carry on the musical traditions 
ofthe Cathedral the instrument was 
reconstructed, a skeleton of its 


former self, in a temporary position | 


in the nave. 

As the repairs to the pillars of 
the Cathedral dome are now near- 
ly finished the organ Is being re- 
Placed fn {ts former position, A 
number of improvements and. addl- 


tions are being made to the organ | 


which will add to its power and 
variety of tone. The electric me- 
chanism, installed in the temporary 
instrument, which ensures a rapid 
and crisp response on the part of 
the pipes, iy being retained, oa well 
as the modern blowing plant, con- 
sisting of a rotary fan. 

When complete the organ will 
possess five manuals, and elghty- 
seven speaking stops, controlling 
about 4,500 pipes which vary in 
weight from’ nearly one ton to half 


an ounce, all of which will be care- | 


fully brughed out and cleaned-be- 
fore the organ is reassembled. The 
old organ case, a fine axample'of 
Grinling Gibbons's carving, 4s being 
retained. 

While the work of rebuilding the 
organ is proceeding a smal! two- 
manual instrument .on wheels will 
be used to accompany the services,
